— Experience has 
shown that a number of disease?, of- 
ten resultingiu impaired constitutions, 
and ey<:n in tho k)ss of life, havo been 
contrai'ted by a porticju of the farm- 
ing and laboring population in con- 
sequence of wearing leather shoes, 
when engoged in their operations dur- 
ing cold weather, or in wet situations, 
To prevent these evils to some ex- 
tent, woo leii shoes are extensively 
used in France ami Germany. They 
are highly recommended by the agri- 
cultural societies and governments of 
Europe. • Impressed with their im- 
portance, the Board of tJommeree and 
Trade of Winterburg called a practi- 
cal workman from France to givo in- 
struction iu their manufacture. Not 
allowing water to penetrate as leather 
soles do, thoy are naturally drier, 
capable of keeping the feet warmer, 
prevent diaea.ses by promoting ili(( 
rciiuisite and salutary perspiration 
and are regarded, to ii great t^xtent hb lifii 
preserverH, even iti sucli cases where suit 
baths, the usu of wliey, and other medic- 
aments proved quite iuoiTectual. There 
is hardly an operation on the farm and 
about the farm house in wliich they oonld 
not bo protitably UHed. Thoy are most 
economical about stables, where leather 
shoos aro e.xposed to the doHtructivo at- 
tacks of dung water, iu plowing, inou ing, 
harvesting, in doing oarth work m vine- 
yards, cliopping wood, and in niurkolniK. 

With these advantages, in a salutary 
point of view, they combine such dur- 
ability as to last almost a life-time. 
They are light and easy to wear, being 
provided with a small oiishioii on the 
ujiper side within, so as to obviate any 
pressui'o on tbat])arlof tho foot. Tlicy 
aro of a neat and pleasant appearance, 
either of their natural color, or black- 
ened or varnished. Their size is large 
enougbt to allow the wearing of com- 
fortable stockiiiKg; in addition to which 
they aro ))roviiled with leather straps. 
Their jirico in Ciermany ranges from 
fourteen to thirty-six cents— shoes for 
the children being still less. Those 
I advantages will certainly entitle them 
to tho attention of a portion of the far- 
ming, manufacturing and laboring pop- 
ulation of the country.

The Public Credit. 



Duriiig tbe pust weL'k tho PiovincG 
hi\H leaiucd with a fooling of dismay 
nnd constoiuaLioii that the puljlic 
credit is gone, aud that Govenimeut 
afl'aii-H are held together only by tbo 
weak thread of private charity! We 
bolieve wo speak tbo minds of friends 
as woll ati oi)pouonts of tbo present 
Ministry wbou wo say that tbo news 
of tho disaster has created in all 
bo.irts as groat a feeling of rogrot as it 
has of alarm, though it will not bo de- 
nied that tbe event has been long au- 
tieijiated by many persons in our 
midst, and has been frei|uontly fore- 
shadowed in these columns. That a 
man can go on forever expending his 
•apital without soma day reaching 
tbo bottom of his purse, is as much an 
impossibility as that this Govornniont 
could couLiuLio year after year tu 
Bpeud the principal from which their 
income was drawn, and expect to 
have both principal aud income in 
the end. AVith an annual subsidy 
from Canada of $230,00U, this Prov- 
ince id in a splendid position to raise 
money in tbe London market. But it 
it sacrifice a fifth of its subsidy the 
security is lessened and the borrowing 
power contracted proportionately. The 
proposition to borrow $900,000 from 
Canada, and expend it in two years on 
public improvomonts, was a high- 
ly dangerous experiment under ex- 
isting circumstances, because Cana- 
da is at this mouieDt oi'u debtor, aud 
with tho Province inextricably in- 
volved in debt to her she might 
discbarge her own liabdity on her own 
terms; but tbe experiment became a 
mine of nitroglycerine liable to ex- 
plode at any moment with terrible ef- 
fect when we agreed to part with 
$45,000 of our annual subsidy for- 
ever, in return for ?900,000 paid 
down. This fact, in itself, was al- 
most sufficient to destroy tbo con- 
fidence of tbo money-lenders of Kng- 
laud in the Province; but there were 
other causes that have proved equally 
effective in breaking down the credit 
of the country and making it a pau- 
per dependent upon the generosity of 
its own citizens. Everycjiic will agree 
that the hope of securing a transconti- 
nental railway induced Columbia to 
enter the confederacy. Upon that 
great work all hopes of future great- 
ness are based. The first covenant 
with Canada failed for want of practi- 
■ cability. Tbe second covenant is now 
on trial and tho ppblic of Vancouver 
Island have excellent reason for know- 
ing that tbe Dominion Government is 
making an earnest effort to fulfil 
its new obligation. Should wn be given 
no railway, all will admit that tbe 
prospects of adTanceineiit will bo sliglit 
indeed. Is it not, thcicforo, to tbo 
interest of every one to put faith in tbe 
effort, and instead of detracting from 
its value and proclaiming tho belief that 
it will never be built, to aid by voice 
and hand in its furtherance, until 
we ascertain beyond a doubt its fail- 
ure ? What has been the course of tho 
Local Government and its organs for 
the past SIX months? Detractiou, villi- 
fi( ation and ridicule of every step tak- 
en bv tbe Federal Governmenttowards 
ci mmenriiig the railwaj'. As a buikl- 
ii g cannot be commenced before tho 
foundation has been laid.neither can a 
railway be constructed until a line has 
been found and surveyed. Yet in face 
of tho fact that double tbo usual num- 
ber of parties have been in the licldall 
summer locating; liiat cne-balf the Is- 
land line is already located; that J-l')!),- 
000 will be expended in tho Province 
in surveys alone this year; that live 
ships laden with 5000 tons ( f Ktcel 
rails are already afloat, and that per- 
manent oflices have ueen leased in lliis 
city for tho engineering corps, tlie 
jniblic are told day in and day out 
t hat Canada has no intention of build- 
ing tbo road, and the London mo- 
ney-lender is given to understand 
that the security on, which it is propos 
ed to borrow, viz: tho revenue of the 
Province, is wurthless, because tlusre 
will be no railway, and that without 
t ho railway the Province must col- 
lupne! But there is still another reason 
why tlio Province has found itimposs- 
il)le to born.nv again in London, Wo 
Hialid before tho world as a diHaiye(,'l(Kl 
I'l'oviuce of tbo Dominion. The I'l eniier 
when at Cowichan bist month de- 
clared that he intended to "tight Mac- 
kenzie," nnd he told the electors there 
that be wished them to send men into 
the House to help bun "fight." A few 
days ago, in addressing bis constitu- 
ents at ^'nriboo, he bellowed defiance 
at Canada and declared tbo war al- 
ready commenced 1 His organs, too, 
have been instructed to pruacb tho 
doctrine of Hccession. They have 
jiublisbed it to tbo world that vJolum- 
l)ia IS ripe for rebolliou; and every one 
knows that rebellion moans ropudia- 
tion — repudiation of tho public debt 
as well as of the national llag. 
What English man in bis sonses would 
dream of luiidiiig anotlier pound of 
bis money to this Government when 
on every breeze from tho Pacific are 
wafied predictions of disaster aud 
and throats of roljellion? Wo tell the 
people of lliis Pr(jvinco that tho oi- 
gnns of tbo Government and tho 
jAIinisler.s themselves have destroyed 
thocroditof the Province at liomo and 
/ibioad. Three years ago when tho ^ 



present llinistry took upon them- 
selves tho administration of pulj- 
lio ailairs tlio Province did not 
owe a ooppor. In those three years they 
have alienated the most valuaDlevportion 
of the aeowrlty they had to offer, have 
plunged the oonntry deeply into debt, 
and itdvocnted secession until tliey have 
daatroyed tho public oroibt aiid niudo tlu; 
Province n "byword nnd a roproncb 
among nations." If tho Govoriimnnt cup 
of iniquity bo not about full wo know 
not bow a drop uould be added without 
running the vessel over.

|»oit'will remember, is tho oxcellenco and- 
oompleteness of tho iustructional statl', 
oomposed chiefly of picked oiUcers from' 
the army. Such a staiT, even on a small 
scale, Canada can only procure from Eng- 
land; and it is said that Ijord DuiVorin 
had this among other objocts in view in 
hia recent visit. No roquest could bo 
more reasonable than that a great colony 
suddenly deprived of its military (xarrison 
should be assisted from tho Mother Cuuu- 
try with.a few good officers to help ii 
training its raw forces. And a Govern 
ment whoso members wl.>on in Opposi- 
tion condemned tlie Hiidileniioas with 
which Lord Cardwell withdrew tho garri- 
sons of our dopondeucies, might have 
found in the rcqiio.st of Canada an oppor 
tunitj of appealing to repair at a very 
trifliBg oosfc the supposed slight put on 
the Dominion. It is now said that cer- 
tain permanent authoritica of Pxod tradi- 
tions have insisted that '2iieo"'& officers 
giving their services to Canada, oven tem- 
porarily, are to lose their army service 
and with it all prospects of an Imperial 
career. Hence for months the Canadian 
appoiatmenta have literally been going 
begging, officers who would have been 
Mleoted for them declining to accept 
them, on the terms o£fered.

Thu Milttia System of the Unitkd 
Statics — The Aniv/ und Nnvi/ Jmirxid re- 
views tho militia systom of the United 
States, as shown by the work of tho Au- 
gust and September encampments. At a 
u umber of the manoeuvres discipline is 
declared to have been bad, and the whole 
operations somewhat irregular. The sys- 
tem is declared to bo iuadoriuate for a 
war with such a power an Canada wonhl 
bo assistod by England. Tho whole num- 
ber of troops that passed through a 
"more somblunco of instruction" this 
year was less than eight thousand men, 
of whom seven thousand were in New 
England, while in Canada, during every 
year, thirty tliousand militia go through 
a course of camp training, and every 
threo years a fresh sui)ply goes through 
the samo oourso. The remedy that is 
suggested is the school for tho militia as 
well as tho army; yearly camps of in- 
struction, whore oil the regulars not 
needed for active duty may brigade with 
tho militia, and, under regular oflicers, 
show tho latter the real meaning of camp 
life and duties.

Fitzgerald died at Tor- 
quay on the 28th of August of congestion 
of the luuga. Ton years ago, when an of- 
ticer of II. M. S. Scout, one cold winter's 
daj' a sailor fell from the yardarm of tho 
Scout into tlie Straits near Cajje Flattery.

street, il would only iiartially solve tho 
ditlieulty. It is maintained that with 
the prosout comparatively narrow ap- 
jn-uaches to the bridge a more wicleu- 
ing of that slnicluro ulouo would only 
Iciive matters iu tho same stato. Again 
it is argued by Mr. Horace Jones, the 
city architect, that any attempt to wid- 
en the bridge would eudauger it con- 
siderably. 

Aa a W113' out of the difficulty Mr. 
Haywood proposes a now bridge lower 
down the river, and this project has 
mauy supporters. By them it is urged 
tliat such a bridge will some day bo- 
conio absiihitely iio-.-essary , ami that 
the iiioiK.'v spent in wiileiiirg the pros- 
out hridgt.' would be thrown awny. 
Mr. Haywood, howevi>r, in supporting 
this view, argues m oi^pcjsition to Mr. 
Junes that the present bridge can be 
safely and expeditiously enlargoil to 
meet tho re([uiroiuents of tho tratlic at 
the ])resent time. Tlio Times very 
wisely rtuiiarks "that while two such 
authorities as the City Architect and 
the Engineer of the Commissioners of 
Sewers aro at variance, it is at least 
to(j soou for the present tlecision to be 
tinal." It concludes a lengthy article 
by saying that "before such a schomo 
is carneil out the Corponitiou ought 
at least to have betore them a detailed 
report on the nature of the traffic which 
reipiires relief and the jiossibility of 
improving the jirosent ajiproaches and 
on the ])rni'ticableness of cousLructing 
a now in'idgo.

Tho siimmous jji-eferred by Mr. 
George PoLtor, editor of tho Beehive, 
agaiust Dr. Kenealy, for an alleged 
libel, was heard yesterday before Mr. 
.\ldormau Knight, at the (Guildhall 
Folico Court. Evidence was produc- 
ed on the part of the prosecution to 
show that Dr. Kenealy was the actual 
and respousiblo editor of the English - 
mau, that he was the writer of tho libel, 
and that Mr, George Porter was the 
person intended to be libelled. These 
points were denied categorically by 
Mr. Ahmed J. Kenealy, who stated 
that he was the editor of the paper 
and the writer of the article, that Dr. 
Kenealy had had nothing to do with 
tho Englishman for twelve months, and 
that tho proprietor was Mr. Maurice 
E. Kenealy, It was further stated 
that the words used were intended to 
apply to a Mr. Porter living at Han- 
ley. After hearing the evidence Al- 
derman Knight said ho could not but 
feel that it was incumbent on tho ])ro- 
socutiou to have made it clear to the 
magistrate in the first place that Dr. 
Kenealy was tho proprietor of the Eng- 
lishman, and on that point their own 
witnesses had sworn that they knew 
of the assignment of the proprietor- 
ship of the copyright, and the last wit- 
ness said that ho and others were tho 
proprietors, and not Dr. Kenealy. 
Then he thought they ought to have 
shown that Dr. Konoaly was the writer 
of tho article, and tho last witness de- 
clared that he wrote it, and Dr. Kenea- 
ly has nothing to do with it. Aud then, 
with regard to the third subject, caus- 
ing and procnring it to be published, 
there was no evidence justifying him 
in sending Dr. Kenealy for trial, be- 
cause Dr. Kenealy's witnesses had 
Hworn ho had nothing to do with the 
matter, and was not even present. He 
declined to express any ojjinion what- 
ever upon the article. He was not 
called upon to do so, whatever he 
might feel about it; but ho thougiit 
it better that Christian names should 
always be used if it was thought neces- 
sary to write about people at all. But 
in order that there should be no mis- 
take as to the grounds on which tho 
decision had been arrived at, he bad 
thought it better to make those few 
remarks, and he therefore felt it his 
duty to dismiss the summons against 
Dr. Kenealy. The decision was hailed 
with loud ciieers, and Dr. Konealy was 
cheered by tho people outside as he 
left the Court.
